THE LESSON WORD STUDIES. 

Jased on the text of the Revised Ver- 
a The Law of the Ten Words.—The Ten 
Commandments of the Mosaic law are 
referred to under the various titles of 


“testimony,” “covenant” (Exod, 25. 
Deut. 9 %: Psa. 119), and “the Deca- 
logue.” This last title means literally 


“the Juw of the ten words,” which is the 
tutte used in Exod. 24. 8; Deut. 4. 18, 
und other passages. The name “Ten 
(comandments” is a less accurate thoug! 
tere Common rendering of the original 
Hebrew used. ‘The commonly accepted 
view among Old Testament scholars 
leaves undisturbed the tradition of the 
Musaw authorship of “an essentially 
spiritually and ethical code of ten pre- 
septs.” It is, however, considered prob- 
able that this code existed originally in 


they cherished, because of the atmos- 
phere of spiritual beliefs in which they 
lived, and because they counted these 
things of such value to them that their 
lives weighed as nothing in the balance. 
Ideals have ever dominated the world 
and determined the real conditions that 
should be.

MANY STR ANGE BIRDS 


Bowers Decorated with Shells 
and Parrot Feathers. 

Among Ddirds, as among other adult 
animals, says the London Globe, life 
in general is too much of as le 
fora suffickency of food to admi 
play in the ordinary sense of the. word. 
The family of bower birds, at any rate, 
are unique in making for themselves 
special playing places in the shape of 
bowers, or otherwise. These birds are 
characteristic of the Australian region, 
being: found in the tropical and sub- 
tropical parts of Australia. The first 
example of.a bower built by one of these 
remarkable ‘birds was«brought to this 
country by John Gould as a result cf 
his expedition to Australia in 1838-40. 
And it is a striking tribute to the skill 
and industry of this famous orinthoWw- 
ist that out of the eleven species of 

wer bird now kpown he was able to 
describe ten. 


All members of” the family, with the 
exceplion of the cat bird of Queens- 
land, make thmeseWves some,sort cf 
playground, Some interesting notes on 
some of these bowers are given in the 
current number of the Field, The regent 
bird, the most numerous of the family, 
makes a little avenue of twigs stuck 
into the ground, anc 


NEARLY MEETING ABOVE, ° 


This avenue is rather less than ‘a foot 
long and eight or nine inches high, 
founded on @ platform of twigs, leaves 
and grass: At the entrance is a col- 
lection. of shells, bits of bone, stones cf 
fruits, gaily Colored feathers and leaves, 
Having discovered a bower, the observ- 
er must hide himself, and wait perhaps 
for hours, if he wishes to see the birds 
at play. A party of them appears of 
glossiest black. and blazing yellow 
plumage. One of them enters the bower, 
picks up a shell or leaf, performs a va- 
riety of antics with it and throws it 
away. The others meanwhile are per- 
furming outside. When the first per- 
former comes Out the others enter in 
turn and do likewise. Darwin and 
other naturalists have considered that 
this is the bower bird’s courting. 

In the bower of the satin bower bird 
are found numerous feathers of species 
vi parrots. These are always blue or 
yellow, and the bird is said never to 
use red ones. The golden bower bird 
of Queensland first piles up a platform 
of siicks around tWo neighboring trees. 
It ther builds its boWer between them. 
Besides the main bower it”makes three 
or four smaller ones,

drawing together the tops of the grass 
and ferns and fastening them. In play- 
ing the birds run in and out of these 
bowers.

A Novelty in Mutton Chops.—Take 
all the superfluous fat from some mutton 
clops, season with pepper-and salt and 
wrap up in buttered paper.+.Fold the 
paper neatly together and -fry till the 
ehops are browned.

BETTER POULTRY ON THR FARM. 


Now that poultry is im such demand 
and at double the former prices for 
eygs and chicks, poultry on the farm 
has become a greater‘interest than ever 
befure, It is just as eusy to grow good 
chickens os scrubs, and they eat no 
tdore and bring much nore money, A 


lady who gives much attention to 
growing chickens on the farm sends 


the following ietter on the subject. She 
suys: . 

| would like to see more and belter 
poultry on our farms, and I believe there 
is no wav in which we can more read- 
ive and surely increase the returns from 
our farm, ‘The point at which we 
should stop increasing thé size of our 
flocks. is that alt which there is nothing 
more for the fowls to clean from the 
fields in the way of bugs and lost grain, 
the tender grass and the young clove 
that are to be found all over the farm 
in late summer and fallimake good feed 
for fowls and we should utilize them 
as much as possible by having a lafge 
number of fowls to use if. 

We need more poultry on the farms, 
as is evidenced by the increasing price 
for pouliry products. This means that 
the demand is ahead of the supply. 


| When- the prices get high there is a 


tendency for the people to buy other 
f-od in the place of poultry products; 
therefore we are the losers. ‘There is 
another reason why we should increase 
the amount of poultry on our farms 
and that is that poultry meat is not as 
solid as other meat. and therefore, in 
selling it we get more for the same 
fiod value parted with than from a like 
weight of beef or pork. 

The better the poultry the more we 
will gel for the food consumed,- which 
is, of course, of great moment. We 
have in most of our flocks hens thal 
and never lay an egg, 
Some of them have passed beyond the 
age of laying and the owners have jost 
track of them in the flock. We can 
get better flocks by weeding oul these 
unprofitable layers.

Wurtemburg it is, forty-seven gallons, 
and in Baden it is forty-two gallons. | 

The mission of beer is gradually to 
replace the stronger and more injurious 
distilled beverages. It is the product of 
ages of study and scientific endeavor to- 
wards this-wefy end. A thousand years 
of experimenting “and research in Ger- 
many and America have produced the 
modern beer, the most perfect and the 
most healthful beverage known. It 
comes nearer giving the effect of exhila- 
ration without the bad effect than any 
other drink in the world. 

It is an improvement on the ale of 
Evugland and the acme of perfection in 
tue brewing of malt liquors. The per- 
son who learns to drink beer does not 
care for strong drinks. In the German 
districts, where each person drinks from 
two to three times as much beer:as in 
America, there is not half the drunken- 
ness there is in America.

Fhomas A.) Edison, in an. interview 
receally, stated tnat for. toe rest of his 
life he intends to devote all his aftention 
to scientific problems without a thought 
of whether or not their solution, would 
bring financial gain.

nitrogen to the earth, and to make it 
yield more abundant harvests and falter 
herds of cattle. In Norway a plant has 
been established which has been con- 
ducted with such good results that I ex- 
pect to see almospheric fertilizer on tho 
market in this country within the next 
ten years. , 

“That such a product will soen be im- 
peratively necessary there is no doubt. 
every shipload of wheal and corn which 
goes abroad leaves the United. States 
so much: poorer, not in /gold, but in 
nitrogen.” 


PREDICTION OF A FAMINE.

John 
Turner, of London, and  Munittte, of 
Caris. will speak on the necessity of 
permeating trade unions with anar- 
chist doctrines. Dr. Friedberg, of Ber- 
Nn. and Malatesta, the Italian anarchis:, 
Will present reports on the organiza- 
tion of a simultaneous general strike 
ia all trades of all European countries. 

lO INCITE REVOLUTIONS. 

Two other foreign delegates, Dunios, 
of Paris, and Thonar, of Liege, will pre- 
sent repurts on the international organ- 
ization of anarchists; with a view to 
bringing about simultaneous revolu- 
tions in different European couptrics, 
Peter Ramus, of London, and Mar- 
manda, of Parsi, will reag® papers «on 
the methuds which ought to be employ- 
wf to propagate anarchism among the 
sianding armies of Great Britain, Ger- 
reany and other great powers, 

The Russian revolutionary party has 
heen inviled to send a delegate to the 
Amsterdam congress to teach the anar- 
ehists of other countries such lessons 
as may be learned from the experiences 
of the Nihilists in the Czar’s domin- 
ions.

For 
instance, in Bavaria, the average amount 
o* beer drunk by each man, woman and 
child is sixty-two gallons a year; in 
Wurtemburg it is forty-seven gallons 
and in Baden it is forty-two gallons. 

The mission of beer is gradually to 
replace the st®onger and more injurious 
distilled beverages. It is the product of 
ages of study and scientific endeavor to- 
wards this very end.

As an illustration of the exclusiveness 
of caste, which & native of India will do 
almost anything to preserve, it might be 
mentioned that when money passes be- 
tween a low-caste and a high-caste man 
the coin is thrown on the ground by the 
one and picked up by the other for fear 
of defilement. 

They may not stand on the same car- 
pet or enter the same room. Neither 
must the low-caste man cross the thres- 
hold of his superior’s house or hut. If 
he wants to communicate with him he, 
stands outside and, biwls. ’ 

“Hoarding” is very commonly adopted 
by those™vho have money, and mother 
earth is probably the principal of all 
Indian banks. To dig a hole in the floor 
of his house and bury his money there 
is still the favorite resource of many 4 
native, and could all the buried treasure 
in the country be brought to fight it 
weuld probably be sufficient to pay_ off 
the National Debt of the Empire. 


THE INDIAN SHOPKEEPER 


sits on the floor of his shop, surrounded, 
by his various goods, and his client ad- 
dresses him fgom the street or gutter. 
He never rises to serve a customer. The 
latter is expected to take whatever he 
requires, everything being wilhin reach. 

The barber is a very important person 
in India, ghere every man is obliged to 
shave, «a forbidden by his religion to 
do the work himself. The barber has an 
official appointment in the Hindu village, 
with an endowment of land to support 
its dignity and a vested right to the 
shaving of its inhabitants, which can be 
prohibited by legal injunction in case of 
infringement. 

Women occupy a very inferior posi- 
tion in India. A wife may not walk by 
the side of her husbafid, but only follow 
respectfully behind him, She may not 
eat with him, must content herself with 
his leavings when he has finished, and 
must not even speak to him in the sociely 
oI others. 

Every Hind girl is a wife or a widow 
at fourteen. Girls have actually been 
married before they were a year old, 
ang from four to six years they very 
commonly cease to be Single. Eight is 
a marriageable age, and twelve is the 
maximum, except in a few districts, 

“Are you happy?” “I am_ happy.” 
This is one of the commonest forms of 
salutation in the East, correspending to 
our “How d’you do?”

Thomas .A.'Edison, in an interview 
receatly, stated inat for toe rest of his 
life he intends fo devote all his attention 
to scientific problems without a thought 
of whether or not their solution would 
bring financial gain.

Until recently, how- 
ever, "the utilization of atmosphexic 
nitrogen was regarded as merely a 
laboratory demonstration. Business 
men seid it could never be obtained 
cheap enough to sell to the farmer as 
fertilizer. ieee 

“But the day is just about to dawn 
when the air will be made to give its 
nitrogen to“the earth, and to make it 
yield more abundant harvests.and fatter 
herds of cattle. In Norway a plant has 
been established which has been con- 
ducted with such good results that I ex- 
pect to see almospheric fertilizer on tho 
market in this country within the next 
ten years. , 

“That such a product will soen be im- 
peralively. necessary there is no doubt. 
every shipload of eal and corn which 
goes abroad leaves the United Slates 
so much poorer, not in gold, but in 
nitrogen.” 


PREDICTION OF A FAMINE.

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Bounding Revenues, 

The customs revenue of the Dominion 
for the month of June shows an in- 
crease of $1,229,032 over June of 1906. 
The total revenue for the month from 
this source was $5,321,444. For the 
first three months of the current fiscal 
yar, the revenue was $15122.092 an 
increase of $2,964,391 over the corres- 
ponding period of last year. 

It must be observed in this connect- 
ion that the average duties under the 
new tariff are less than under the old, 
and yet the receipts are the largest ip 
the history of the country. What ar- 
gument can be advanced to turn out of 
power a government which is so con- 
ducting the affairs of the country as to 
accomplish these desirable results?

BRUISES. 


A bruise is a wound, differing only 
from, (he injuries ordinarily called 
wounds in- the fact that the skin is no 
broken; but this is a very important 
fact, for it diminishes\the probability ol 
irifection and consequemt suppuration. 

The skin, however, especially when its 
vitality has been impaired, as it is by the 
blow that producés the bruise, is not 4 
perfect protecttori, and unless great card 
is taken, the germs of suppuration may 
filter through and cause an abcess. 

A bruise is the result either of a heavy 
compression between two hard objects 
&3 When the wheel of a vehicle passes 
over some part of the body, or of a smart 
blow by some hard, blunt ebject. The 
first indication cf a contusion or bruise 
is pain. This is speedily followed by 
swelling and discoloration. The part is 
first red, then bluish or a dirty black, 
and this shades off into yellow and 
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brown, gradually lightening to the 
natural color of the skin as healing pfre- 
gresses. P 


This discoloration. a familiar example 
of which is the biack eye of evil repute, 
is caused by the escape into the tissues 
of blood from the minute biood-vessels 
broken by the blow. Sometimes a larger 
vessel is ruptured, and then a rounded 
tumor, a blood-tumor, is produced. 

The best+«tredtment of a slight bruise 
is the application of cold, by means of 
un ice-bag er of cloths wrung oul of ice- 
walter, and frequently changed as they 
become warm. 

In the aged, or in persgns given to the 
us# of liquors, whose, tissues have little 
Vilality, and in cases where the contu- 
sion is of wide extent und very severe, 
the continuous application of cold may 
be injuricus. Then hot cloths or @ hot- 
water bag should be used instead. The 
cloths, whether hot or cold,,may be ad- 
vantageously wet with hol or cold claret 
Oo” Weak Vinegar. As infection of the 
wound may oceur, even When the skin 
is unbroken, the part should be v ashed 
gently with hot water and soup and then 
with alcohol as soon as possible after the 
injury and before the hot or cold apph- 
cations are made, Firm but gentie pres- 
sure should be made with a bandage, or, 
if the bruise is where it can be done, a 
piece of Jedd’ or a paper-weight may be 
ullowed to rest on. the part, over the wet 
cluth. If an ice-bag or a hot-water bay 
is used. the requisite pressure may be 
obtained by binding a handkerchief or a 
bundauye over it, or by having the palent 
lie On it, If the bruise is severe, the 
part should be kept at rest for a day or 
two.-—-Youth’s Companion.
